17th. 
He left Santiago on board the

left Camp Witkoff September 15th 
and entered Long Island hospital, at 
Brooklyn, October iotn ; went to New 
York and got thirty days' furlough; 
left New York the same day, an lying 
at home on the evening of the llth 
of October. On'the 9th of November 
he reported at Columbus, Ohio for 
duty, but upon presentation of a cer- 
tificate from his' physician was or- 
dered to return home and wait till he 
beard from it.

his furlough was extended from time 
to time, covering the time of Decem- 
ber 28th, when he again" reported at 
Columbus barracks for duty and was 
sent at once to his regiment at 
Huntsviile, Alabama, where he was 
honorably discharged January 18th, 
1S99. He became ill while at Santi- 
ago, 
was brought to New York, 


where he remained seven weeks in 
hospitals, suffering from malarial 
fever and stomach trouble. These, 
combined with climatic influences 
caused heart weakness and physical 
prostration, from which he never 
fully recovered contributing largely 
to his sudden demise in his recent ill- 
ness. He was an exemplary young 
man of high moral character", gener- 
ous, kind, honorable, brave and true.
